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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: In view of Applicants' amendment, the rejection 
of TakeichI (US 5 700 874) is now moot. However. FujitanI (09-221530) does teach the heterocyde group set forth in the present 
invention. Note that the carbon number of heterocyde group as a whole might indude the spacer between the heterocyde moiety and 
the Si atom that the moiety attached to and/or substltuent(s) on the heterocyde. Especially, these moieties are typically bonded to the Si 
atom through a spacer. It is supported in the specification. For example, in page 11. lines 13-15. the heterocyde moieties such as 
pyridine, furan and thiophene do not contain C6-36 on the heterocyle moieties. Therefore, for the heterocyde group as a whole, the 
carbon numbers of a spacer and/or substituent(s) must be considered. 
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
